“My Lords and Gentlemen, 


“ The state of the public business enables me, | 
at length, to relieve yon from further attendance in 
Parliament ; and "in terminating your Jabeurs, | 
have again to acknowledge the zeal with which 
‚yon have applied yourselves to the public business, 
and the attention which you have bestowed upon 
the important subjects which I brought ander your 
consideration at the opening of the session. 

“ The assurances of friendly disposition which I 
receive from all Foreign Powers enable me to con- 
gratulate you upon the prospect that peace will 
continue undisturbed. 

* ] Jament deeply that the internal state of Spain 
still renders that country the only exception to the

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT TO MRS. GRAHAM; 
AND LOSS OF THE BALLOON. 

Withous entering into the numerous reports 
afloat respecting the unfortanate accident, we pro- 
ceed to give the following copy of a letter address- 
ed by the Duke of Brunswick to Captain Carrie, 
which contains the only authentic particalate 
known ı— | oh: | 
‘* Converse Farm, near Brentwood, 
Nine o’Clock, p.m., Aug. 22. 

“My dear Captain,x—Uncertain whether you 
have or not followed our balloof with Mr. Graham, 
as you intended, I address these lines to yout 
house, containing an exact account .of what,as 
happened. 

“ After asceriding 2 considerable height, it np- 
peared to me as if the balloon suddenly became. 
motionless, neither ascending nor descending, and 
on my inquiring the reason of Mrs. Graham, she 
replied, that when she ascended with a person 
who had never before been with a halleon, she 
‚did not like going too high for fear the effect wonld 
I answered her, vhat I 
felt no unpleasant effect whatsoever from the alti» 
tude we had attained, and that I wished to get ong 
of sight of the earth altogeihers Mra, Graham 
upon this threw out a considerable quantity of 
ballast, and we then asrended to so bigh a point 
as completely to Jose sight of terra firma ; for ak 
thoogh I kept my telescope constantly to wy eyes 
I could perceive no trace of it. then remarked 
to Mra. Graham, that the position in which we 
then were was much more agreeeble to me than 
when the enrıh was visible, the car having the ap. 
pearance of floating on the clonds, similar to a 
vessel on the sea. Mrs, Graham at that moment 
drew my attention to a most heautiful appearance 
in the eloads, which by the refraction of the saws

the car, with ourselves, adding, hat such a ples 
nomenon was mort extraordinary, and very seldom 
witnessed. Much to my disappeintment, we swan 
regained sight of the earth, when | again expressed 
a desira to ascend higher; but Mrs. Grahunr said 
she was afraid we had not eufGcient ascemiing 
power to do so that day. She then discharged 
some ballast from the safety -bag, but rather deelin- 
ed to accede to my request to discharge oil its 
contents, which rendered its effects very slight, ax 
we remained nearly in equilibriom. Mes. Graham, 
at my request, then explained to me the MAANLE- 
ment of the valve of the balloon. Shortly stiers 
wards, I asked her if my rising on my seat to tuke 
off my great cont would disturb the balance of the 
car, but upon her assuring we it would not, I did 
so feeling it very warm, | 

“ From that moment, in my opinion, we com- 
menced our descent, although Mrs. Grabam thought 
the contrary, but she was convineed of her error 
by paper being thrown out. At this period Mrs. 
Graham asked me if I did not feel considerable 
pain in my ears, and upon my aasnring her. of the 
contrary, she said I was possessed of very strong. 
nerves, I, however, soon experienced it to a very 
severe degree, | 

“ The balloon at this moment commenced fun!- 
ing round like a top, in its eontinned descent, nhen 
Mrs. Graham asked me if i was disagreeable, say- 
ing it was occasioned by oar having entered a dif- 
ferent current of airs 1 replied that 1 did net 
mach admire it, but that I f-lt no giddiness from 
it. Mes. Graham then threw eat the grapple on 
one side, aud the safety-bag on the other, the rope 
of which Jatrer was so short that it kept dangling. - 
abont half a varıl below the ear, a ctreumstarce 
which appeared much to dissatisfy her. She then 
asked whether it wonld make me giddy to look 
down from the car and observe what the grappling 
iron was doing. Limmediately did so, and replied 
it had no effect upon me. She next inguired if I 
remember her informing me the balloon could be 
converted Into a parachute, and requested me to 
observe it was then in that state. I then saw her 
mount upon her seat and lay hold of the repes 
which fastened the car to the balloons She desires 
ed me to do the same, observing we were coming 


down rather faster than she wished. 1 follows 


her advice, although detitie | 
were at so great a distance from the earth that I 
could not yet distinguish one object from another, 
but I had scareely put myself in the position res 
quired when I felt the car strike with the atmost 
violenee on the ground and overturn, the balloon 
itself tonching the earth, and dragging ux about 
30 yarıls, until it rese again. By the violence of 
the shock I was thrown headforemost out of the 
car at the height of about 18 feet, but I contrived: 
to. fall upon my hands, and escape anlnjured. 
Having gained my feet, I had the great grief of 
seeing Mrs. Graham fall from the car from a much 
higher distance than I bad fell; and from the ap- 
parently hifeless manner in which she lay I was 
at first fearful she was killed. I immediately pre- 
ceeded to lier, and found she had fallen open her 
head, and was quite insensible. Mr. Ainur, the 
farmer, on whose grouvds we had fallen, witha 
number of people, soon came to my assistance, 
when the unfortunate lady wis’ conveyed to the 
residence of that gentleman, Converse’ Farm, in 
the parish of Doddinghurst, near ‘the town of 
Brentwood, Essex, where she still remains. I ine 
stantly desired medical assistance might be sent 
for, and she was soon attended upon by Mr. 
Barlow, a sargeon of the neighbourhood, whose 
opinion at this moment is that there is a serious 
eoneussion of the brain, and injary within the abe 
domen, but, aotwithstanding her great danger he 
does not despair of her life.

ANTIGUA. 


A French national Schooner arrived in 
this harbour yesterday, with despatches 
from the Governor of Guadaloupe, to His 
Excellency Sir Patrick Ross; and brought 
three persons who had been landed in that 
Island under the following circumstances, 
as far as we have been able to collect.—It 
appears that an American schooner the 
Chance, of Newbern, arrived at Basseterre 
on the 24th ultimo, when the commander 
of the vessel S. French, went on shore and 
represented to the authorities that he had 
four passengers on board who had conspired 
to take his vessel and money ; that being 
apprised of their intention, he had taken 
the resolution when they were below ih the 
cabin, to knock down the first who should 
appear on the deck; which desperate de- 
sign he carried into effect on the unforty- 
nate individual who first did appear there, 
felling him to the deck by a biow with the 
pump handle, and immediately shut the 
others down below in the cabin. Ile fur- 
ther Stated that the man he had struck was 
expiring, and that he had been induced to 
act as he had done, in consequence of know. 
ing that these seas swarmed with pirates; 
and said that himself and all on board felt 
convinced the passengers were pirates in 
‚disgüise, from the nature of their condudt, 
and the circumstance of their being armed. 
In consequence of this information, the 
three surviving passengers (the other we 
believe was then dead) were conveyed on 
shore, and examined before the Authorities ; 
upon which examination there did not ap- 
peat to be any evidence whatever to justify 
the suspicions even of the captain towards 
his passengers, as to their being pirates in 
disguise; such fears and apprehensions 
being considered altogether groundless. 
The American vessel (with her captain) 
was afterwards allowed to depart; the au- 
torilies of Guadaloup not considering them- 
sulves competent to take cognizance of the 
matter, the passengers being British or 
American subjects. The Governor of Gua- 
daloup has sent the surviving passengers to 
this Island in an armed vessel, and we un- 
derstand his Excellency, in justice to the 
character and respectability of these indi- 
viduals, and to the feelings.of their friends 
and relatives, directed their several deposi- 
tions as to this horrible transaction, to be 
taken before the sitting magistrate this day;
